Colorado needs no ferlff on Bnueiner steel. It 
costs SH to ship a ton of Bessemer steel from' 
Pennsylvania to Colorado. The tariff there is 
distance. I nan also give notice to my friend 
that Colorado need, not stand up for the relief 
of pig Iron." Continuing Belford proceeded 
to make an mgmnent In favor ot free sliver 
coinage. It WHS lime conuioss should make 
war on tho theory which dominated this Ad- 
ministration, lie cared not whether it was re- 
public*" or democratic. Communism has Ab-

So boldly do tho Arabs press forward thai the 
(loops pause In their steady advance, It 
becomes ft liand-tojitmd fight, the soldiers 
meeting the Arab spear with cold steel, their 
favorite weapon, and beating them at It. 
There la uot much shouting, and only a short, 
sharp exclamation, a brlet shout, or an oath 
as the soldiers engage with their foes. At 
tbls critical moment, for the enemy are rush- 
Ing up thickly, the Gardner guns open fire, 
and their leaden hall soon decides matters. 


At this Instant Admi rat llowett, who, with 


Mr. Levlson, his private secretary, is present 
as a spectator, joint the naval' brigade and 
leads them on over tbo dead bodies of the 
Arabs, lying thickly strewn in their ftont, 
into the work, which proves to be a bank of 
sand. Colonel Burnaby here has his horse 
shot under him, and a bullet passes . through 
his arm. Still with the double barrofed towl- 
inRpIece he carries he knocks ever the Arabs 
who assail him. But they press on, and he Is 
only saved from being speared by one of tbe 
(lordon Highlanders bayoneting an Arab who 
attacks him when both barrels of his own 
gun are empty. 


S=\eral fierce personal encounters take 


place an the troops rush into the entrench- 
ments. The first feeling of nervousness hu 
passed away, their blood H up, and the en- 
thusiasm of tbe battle Is on them ; more and 
tuoro shrill the pipes skirl out, and the men 
arc eager to close with tbe foe. AN single 
Arabs tush dovtD, the brave soldiers step 
singly from the ranks, and meet, the bayonet 
lo spear, Jn almost every Instance vanquish- 
ing them with the bajonet alone •without 
firing. A soldier, who had single-banded til- 
gaged two of the enemy, would have got tbe 
worst of it had not Captain Wilson, one, of 
tho" ili'cla, come to his aid and run ouu of his 
assailants through tliu body, breaking his own 
sword, and receiving a wound aoioss his face 
as he did so Slurp at Ilia tight is It 
but a minute or two aftor the troops have 
passed over the sandbank.

A halt was now called, and an endeavor

The men on 
foot lay In shelter ot the hillocks and mounds 
of sand, which, though small to the ey«, were 
effective, »nd rising as the horses leapt over 
them or swerved aside, drove home their 
heavy ipocrs, throwing them where they were 
unable to > inch their foe by hand. Tbe spears

Some thirty horsemen rode with full force 


»«d boldly against the whole advancing squad- 
ron, not a sign of trepidation anywhere 
among them. Three came safely straight 
through, and, undismayed either by the 
shock they had survived or the equal peril 
Imminent from the oocond line sweeping 
down upon (horn wheeled their hoi***, 
which they were riding barebacked, with 
wonderful rapidity, and actually hesitated 
not to hunt lu full pursuit the squadrons 
whose superior power they had so narrowly 
escaped.

Colonel Barrow was struck by a thrown spoar 
that plerci'd liU arm and side, entering, It Is 
feared, the lung.
